It wee expedient, if 
not riecemry, to try different linae of policy 
— lo ice how far high fare, repelled tradlr, 
and how far low farts atiinuUted it — how fir 
diminished irahHo Allowrd of diminJilied ex- 
penses, and how far increased t raffle could be 
conducted nt a proportion ate diminution of 
coat. Aid we had to. make that* experiment! 
bolh witb the paaaenger. and the gooda trade, 
but we hare bow had a pretty fair amount 
of fueh eiperiimctitiiig ; and if the atatla- 
t1ei of the department have been 
pionerly kept and properly cUtained, it ought 
to be poiaible now to tlx with approximate 
accuracy the ncalu of feiea that beat hits the 
rnfdtlirn between too high and toe Ititr, and that 
hold) the balance morl fairly between the. rail, 
way revenue and [he railway cuiterrnar. 

Though it may he neeemary to tnake chaugei 
in order to make experiments, tbey are nat 
unaccompanied Willi miichitf. When pcriona 
•reengaged in occupaiiuna the pronla of which 
have been calculated Willi reference to the coat 
of railway carriage, it it emtutraasing to them 
to hare thoie ckaigea suddenly altered ; but, al 

11 e eeme time, the tiuvemrntnt mutt not be 
considered ae tied down by such considerations 
to any tariff which an adequate experience has 
shewn to be w.ong. 

lf the rsjlwsys were leased fur a aburt 
term ot years lbe intcreat of the leasee would 
lit clear ; it would obTinutly be to squeeze 
1 he greatest, amount of proflti during tht 
currency of the leue. Present remit* would 
not he istrritictd to the intetetui of the 
fuliirr, or of the colony at large. If the rail- 
wtas belonged permanently to a private com- 
pel, y, a tiifltrinL polioy might be adopted. 
i>v. iters cculd look furibtr ahead than a 
rr.tte Itbace cnulti. They could take future 
reaulis into Iheii calculation, and they 
might be willir.g to hare a diminished 
pit tent remit in aider to eecure 
iv larger future income. It ii on thla ptio- 
cijile that ao mai.y English railway com- 
panies have granttd free tickela for a term 
lo pe»ona building new houses along their 
lines. They hare reckoned that il would 
|m) thtm in corrj a few persona for nothing 
limine " 'crm <" }i-air, in order to get a 
lulling late liom a Urger lumber in per 
peiuity. 

But our railwip ue neither leaned on 1 
iranrittry spectilatjon nor are they the pro- 
perty of jJtitale inreatora, They sebng to 
'he tioKroitHBt, that is, to the nation at 
luge. And the department that administers 
ilieir shirs is not bound grer to the 
>liort-elghttd viewt of a lewee, nor 
in the merrly financial viewa of inrtt 
itra, but is able to sbspa a policy 
which shall not only he a good one Ln the 
ling run, hut a good one to the large) body 
uf lax-paytri. 'ihc railways are made al 
i lie exist 1. 1 all, and mutt he worked for the 
btbtiHl of all. They are not .Imply for pra- 
duett, or simijlj- foi consumers, or simply for 
merchants abd ■mrikeepere, or pimply for 
nivtllere ; nor aie they limply for the 
(Uoseni age. They are agenia for civilisa- 
lion and coknisAlion — hclpi to the aaltla muni 
i f the tvmutij-, and the ojptning up of iti 
itsouicee— great inatrumcnte of progress— 
ifstlj, hut of imiiieim potency. 

It is obvious, therefore, Ihtt we must not 
im our ejea with a rigid txcluaieeneai on 
nr,«nci*I reaulis. We must no mure per- 
• mplorily tUraand (hat thty ehonld pay the" 
twi than we must demand that the 1'oit 
(ifhce or the Kirbour.ifinrki, or the l'ublie 
ScboolA Abould pay thtir way. Tbero are 
rreulta lo bo purcliaatd whicb will come ip 
iliv ahape of gradual and diffused conite- 
ijUtLcee, atid which will be well worth Ihc 
uunty spent iu procuring them 1 and a 
toung ctiuetry ispecialiy, with ita retourcai 
jbtt budding, may nil be prepared to face 
a lung but a profitable tnvealment of this 
(hn racier. 

Ytl, on the ollivr hand, it ia equally neces. 
nn to avoid rushing into the opposite extreme, 
aid [.relei.dlng that the financial reiulti of 
nur lAilway inveitmentt are unimportant. If 
we made tht m out of euiulug nnnual income, 
ui- argument might peiliApi be valid, hint 
tie have lo borrow tu ctmatruct tht a* works, 
si.d to borrtiw very licwvily, I'reciaaly b*etu<c 
ho Imve btrrowed art have bad to increa>e 
otir (axaliuTi ; and, at ne have found lo our 
ecst, incrcaicd Itxntiin inferfares with trade, 
if. tbtrefore. we develop reamireea by a proa tea 
which ii.vckfs, as a eonteqiience, a crippling 
of ittourcts, we until, with one hnod 
wbal we do uiih the otlu-r; and ai.y increase 
of railwatt wbicb involvea p in- i 1 an incrsase 
nl £mbt as necensitalea an inornate of taxntioa, 
ihst in its liarn rsuses a decietae of trade. It 
a ttnerll fmm which aucn ctni.iderable a\i«ount 
lita lo be dtducled na lo leave the net result 
much IttA than it mighl atlierwiae bare been.

Pretuming (hie to be a correct statement, il 
is on* that cannot fail (0 impress sli who 
reflect upon il with an Idea of the wonderful 
recuperative, power of Amend. With such 
abounding wealth and ehutic force*, tilers is 
necessarily much difficulty In defecting the 
results of mi* management. Mismiuasgement 
in housekeeping i> much leas obierv.bk 
when mtii.ty ia free than when it is lijthl, 
when resource! are large than when tbey are 
with difficulty made to ecvtr necessary 
expenses. Il is preci.ely tbe same with national 
housekeeping. Tn a eii.tc like America almost 
any foolery may be practised witb impunity 
for a time ; but in ■ Slate whole expenses lend 
to exceed the limit- of income, a alight de> 
parlurt fiom good pulley it inrnediatsly de- 
tected, be cause it it fail. For this reason it 
is tint easy to convince American, that they 
are adopting a disastroai policy, or to convict 
ihttm uf mistake who., they are eonecious of 
It But, at one of the ptmonagea tn BwiHinjis't! 
"L'riuc" ssys, "Truth, like murder, will out." 
We have nothing now to do but to watch the 
ceimmcnla made by Econoiniets who piufoH 
to be avorie 10 the principles of free trade on 
tbe existing tarifi . to ate how great a ch.tigt 
ia operating in the American mind with re- 
spec! 10 this subject. 

A few days ago, when touching on the fi.ctl 
aBaire of the Onion * glance wu directed 
to nerds tbe sourcea of revenue. Aasuming that

there are large numbers who contend that a 
regular line of faat steamers would bridge over 
tbs distance between ut and the mother country, 
and increase th* intercourse between ui in a 
manifold degree, 'lha bulk of the community 
ore, however, by no meant agreed, and until 
the Government conaidtr the question ripe for 
legislation, we can hardly tell what Far 
liament. may have lo eay about it. 
The ottkit) correspondence by the last mail 
placet lhe immigration quettion before ua in a 
mime whet novel aspect-. It appears that the 
I'enr-Liw Commiatiionori of England, ent- 
barraEAed lo diitractian with the difficulty of 
iictlicg with tha overgrown pauperism of the 
country, are eradeavouriog to find homes for 
them in the colonial, and our Agent-tientril 
bet been asked to assume '.ha paternal relation 
tuwardi a crowd of these unluriun.iLes, and to 
itrafl thtm off I* Victoria.

We say the 
" new " dogma, because, in spite of (he popular 
rrotettnnt idee, the ra/ellibililv of the iu&in- 
iluel fop* he* never been rtogrnetically u sorted, 
Wit only thit or the Church of which he le the 
accredited living mouth .jneee. That memi 
1o many minds a distinction without • 
elifTcrcnce. but it in not ; for it fol- 
io*! of necessity tost, ■ Tope, as each, cm err, 
tbet be may err when merely delivering 10 
opinion, end that he must err when ha essay* to 
decide point* which are such at the Church 
herself, if the could be assemble J in visible 
(raodeiir, night rightfully avoiel. The laat 
limitation it an immense one, when we consider, 
apart from prejudice, what the claim of the 
Roman Church really is. or rather *hst it con- 
ritlere to be its function. Its enemies eay it 
claim a universal and ail- pervading dominion, 
and no doubt this, is la practice and in the pra- 
tes f daj very nearly true ; but it ii not true in 
theory, tad were mankind a little "better" than 
it if — were our country, for example, absolutely 
and thoroughly Catholic — the theory would 
make a great difference, It would atmoat debar 
the priesthood from interference with the Civil 
Power. The business of the Church, a* under- 
stood try henelf and misunderstood by moat 
Pr catentants, ia not to make meet happier, or eveo 
witer, far let a to eeenre them individual rights : 
hut to nuke them fit inheritors of an immortal 
life, to shoe them a road to heaven, and to ra 
euro by her mystic and divinaly-givan powers 
the privilege* which mankind in at mystic a 
•manner once forfeited. Once let it be 
j! ranted thai a nan ia a true Catholic, and the 
•nly mission of the Church u regards him, nn- 
)eas be shows symptoms of possible bickntiding. 
it to perform for him those thamoMurgic act? 
which have been so mysteriously selected u 
methods of salvation : but, beyond this, she has 
mo tight to intervene. Tu use a small but 
easily intelligible illustration, she claim) no 
right whatever to settle srhjit be miy respl. If 
he ie, ae moat men are, in a condition of mind 
whish raises a strong probability that certain 
books will injure his faith or im- 
pair hie moral purity, then indeed 
•be interpose* her caution, and, where fesiible, 
mikci that caution executive : but grantiag 
him a perfect Catholic, whose faith ie at 
1 injury as hie ntoril strength ie beyond ■ 
, the claims no such rialit. This illus- 
tration ia not only correct, but is constantly 
nrted on at Kome, individuals receiving dis- 
pensations which enable them to receive and 
read anything, dispensations which could nut be 
■rallied — we speak, of course, of the thsory— 
were) they likely to iead id infidelity or tin. ' la 

■ perfect state, and with perfected Church 
arrangements, Catholic liberty would be * 
much more complete Iking than scoffers 
imagine ; and that thit state has never been 
realised, except for rare momenta, is of course 
the fault not of the Church, bat of the werld. 
It follows that la concede the InfjJlibility 
t,f the Church, and therefore of its mouth- 
piece as mouthpiece, ia not in itself very 
dangerous, and that this hum of infallibility, 
already admitted at a fad, might be proposed 
as a dogma without much danger of being 
rejected by the Council. 

But the Pope, it it affirmed, wants la go much 
farther than thit, much farther than we dreamed 
when we wrote our last paper upon the eubject, 
so fat, that the ilneereit Citholic* gasp as they 
hear the proportion, either with aw* or with 
amazement. Not only, does he want hie per- 
tonal infallibility affirmed as a dogma — the 
effect of which would be to nuke bin. ahsuluie 
master uT all ceremonials, uses, and ecclesiastic: si 
organisations throughout the world, able 
la decree changes without reference to 
ptevious laws— hut be desires to stretch 
the authority of the Church at wall as bit 
own, to decree that both are infallible- on ail 
eukjecle, and to make this infallibility a dwmi 
the acceptance of which is essential to silvaiion. 
This demand, which tu tacitly put forward in 
the proclamation of' the Syllabus,— 1 document 
which without it ii Impeninenl nonsense, but 
with it one of the mt»t important ever issued to 
rate, — has attggered [he Cilholic divines and 
Bithc.pt in every cutintry, and ht» praduc-d 
a neb a ferment that, according to a very true- 
looking rumour, even the Society of Jetui. with 
ell its intellectual hardihood, is retreating in 
dismay, that tho ablest Cardinals pre remun- 
■Lraling, and that the Pope — who, itrange to 
nay, believes bis own dogma — alone 
stands out intrepid, and refuses to recall 
the summons of Cbrittendom to Council, 
The resistance comet mainly from the 
French prelate* who, being Frenchmen as 
well' as prelates, hare not been able to rid them- 
selves wholly of their instinctive ftcat'y of 
logic ; hut the Ucrmtns are mutlorvng that it 
is ncataible for these i lalians to be too devout, 
and iheTtnliiuis are declaring that they will not 
answer- far their people. Infallibility upon 
visible enibjeeta is, they think, even if it exists, 
a doctrine on which the necessity for reserve 
hat not yet ended. 80 long as the Church 
confinei itself to doctrines the truth of which 

■ an be tested only in the future world. — thit ia. 
cannot be tested here at all,— the it eats from 
overthrow ; but if she goes beyond thit. and 
denounces this philosophy or approve* that 
institution, or aayi thie person ia holy and that 
law conducive W immorality, whet fatal obstacles 
may she not raise to faith? Of courte, those 
obstacles will be the result of man's inherent 
vilenett, for the Church cannot err ; but still, 
how many followers would Christ himself have 
obtained had he taught ae Divine dogmas that 
the earth moved round the sun, or that the 
world was a flattened sphere > A Pops might, 
in i moment of effusion, decree something 
which men In their madness esteemed ridiea- 
laue, or which science seemed 10 disprove, or 
which would shake society to pieces, and there 
would be no road of retreat, no opportunity of 
easyins that the Pope, being mouthpiece of 
the Chnrch, could not go beyond the Church, 
and that the Church being only a guide to 
heaven, her interference in natter! of pur* 
science was txira ti.'ts, an act disentitling bar to 
the full benefit of her divine intelligence.

Hope.in many respects, would have on earth the 
power of Deity, We all admitthal the aywttett 
hope man has of etcaping from the misery in 
which he has always lived lies in a mental 
change, that remedy is beyond the power 
of Governments, and must come 
from some impulse which ehtli give light 
not only to those above, but to those below, 
That it what we mean by our anxiety for educa- 
tion. The Pope could under the new dogma 
give that impulse . Suppose him an able man, 
free of outside control and utterly benevolent — 
end Catholicism supposes all those things— tod 
there it scarcely a limit to the good he could 
accomplish with hie new power. He could 
eitinguith slavery at a blow by deeUriag it a 
state incompatible with a possibility of salvation, 
as involving perfect submission of the will to 
other than the Church, and elavery throughout 
Christendom would perish, for only Csttholice 
bold slaves. II* could declare eocial equality 
the only condition of eociety acceptable to God 
and Hie Church, make liberty and fraternity 
dogmae of the faith, decree poor-laws to be parti 
of Christianity, or relief to mendicancy a crime, 
enforce humanity to animals ai a religion* obli- 
gation, and end the long search for intellectual 
rati by declaring some one philosophy divine. 
Or, going one slap farther, he might break up 
the ice of sgtl by decreeing that human igno- 
rance was hateful lo the Almighty, education an 
obligation on all above, and learning the impera- 
tive duty of all below. Bis decrees would pro- 
bably not affect thoie above very greatly, bit 
they would affect those below ; and it it they, not 
their intellectual superiors, who resist advance. 
Their mental attitude towards improvement 
would be wholly changed, changed as suddenly, 
*• completely, and as permanently as that of 
the Scotch was when John Xaox, ae Pope for 
the nonce, authorised expositor of the Divine 
will, proclaimed that without the instruction of 
the peoples the Qospel could find no path. On 
that debatable ground where no man can tell 
where tin begins nod indulgence ends, where 
the latent conscience oT mankind is on the side 
of restriction and its habit on that of license, 
the I'ope would be Irresistible, and a decree 
from him would in Catholic countries make 
tl ram-selling and dram -drinking alike impossible. 
The gauger would h«vs a different time of it in 
Inland if every priest were denouncing potheen 
from the altar as a Devil's draught, and every 
lincerc Catholic wen a sincere enemy of the 
distiller. The decree would fnUf Pot- 
silly, but Mahomtned's did not, nnr 
Munooe, and both were addressed to 
races who, the moment they quit their faith, 
drink harder than Norwegians. It ia nil a 
dream, of course ; the power would, owing to 
human weakness of judgment, be far more 
frequently exercised for evil than far good, and 
even when exercised for good, would stereotype 
the world, Hut that those who believe human 
weakness absent from the utterances of the 
Infallible, and «■)» hold that the world, once 
in full accord with the Church, iheulii be 
stereotyped, should long to see Ike doctrine of 
Infallibility stretched till it covers all things, 
excltet in ut no surprise.
